t In proper eonditon. If Judge Hast- 
ngs' construction ot tho law is found to 
>e valid, it might perhaps have a. tendency 
toward better walks in tho future and 
•esult in much benefit to tho average ped-

An effort will doubtless bo made at the 


nc-xt legislature to enact a law limiting 
tlio value of a homestead which :i man 
may hold exempt from seizure for debt. 
At present uolcss it cnn bo proved that 
the purchaser was insolvent when he ac- 
quired the property, and was aware of the 
fact, one's residence cannot bo touched 
by his creditors, unless ho has given a 
mortgage upon it. It docs tiot mutter 


how- valuable tho property may be, nor 
how great the indebtedness of tho owner, 
;\ homestead is exempt from tho obliga- 
tion except under tho conditions men- 
tioned. What the legislature will con- 
sider is n plan for lir.iitiug thoumount for 
which a homestead is exempt from debt. 
What tho limit should bo is not deter- 
mined, but it is said a resolution will be 
offered llxing it at 55,000. Thus when a 
debtor possesses :i homestead of great 
value and cannot meet his obligations in 
nay other way it is proposed to allow it 
to be taken from him, but permit him to 
ratain 33,000 of tho proceeds. In case tho 
estate Is valued at S3,000 or less it shall 
bo altogether exempt.

pact. 
Loss from leaching may bo pre- 


vented by storage under cover or in 
pits. Extremes of moisture and tem- 
perature nro to bo avoided, and uniform 


I nnd raodoratu fernicutr.r-iou is tho ob- 


ject to bo sought. 
To this end it is r.d- 


visablo to mix tho mauuro from tho dif- 
ferent animals thoroughly in tho heap. 


When practicable, i! is best to apply 


manure in tho fresh condition. 
If im- 


provement of tho medir.iiici'.l condition 
of tho soil is the object nought, ircsli 
r.iannro is best for tiiiii purpose to heavy 
noils and well rotted manure to light 
soils. Where prompt action of the fer- 
tilizing constituents is desired tho best 
results' will probably be obtained by 
applying fresh manure to Uio light 
soils, although excessive applications 
should be avoided on account of the 
danger of "burning out" of tho soil iu 
dry seasons. Fresh inamiro has a forc- 
ing effect and is better suited to grasses 
and foraj'J plants than to plants grown 
for sceil/Much ns cereals. Bircct appli- 
cations to root crops, such as sugar 
beets, potatoes or tobacco, often prove 
injurious. Tho manure should bo spread 
when carried to tho field and not left 
in heaps to leach. Ono of tho best ways 
to utilise barnyard mauuro is to com- 
bine ic with such materials as supple- 
ment and conscvve its fertilizing con- 
stituents. The l:cst results are likely to 
bo obtained by usins commercial ±'ur- 
tilizing materials in connection with 
barnyard manure, either ia compost or 
separately. As iswell known, barnyard 
manure "is lasting iu its effects, and in 
many cases neod not be applied so fre- 
quently as the moro solabhi and quick 
acting sapcrphosplmtes, potash and ni- 
trogen salts, etc.—Farmers' Bulletin,

To Ibis should bo added green 


food of somo kind, such as corn, rye, 
etc., or clover hay cut fluo and steamed 
for somo timo iu quantities equal to 
tho ration first given. 


RcBtorlac Run Out Pastures. 


Tho nature and food of our common 


grasses aro not so well understood as 
tbey should bo. On nearly all soils all 
of tho common grasses that make up 
tho turf 01 our permanent pastures will 
iii timo grow loss luxuriantly on ac- 
count of the decrease in tho soil of ono 
element of plant food, nitrogen. These 
grasses make uso of tho nitrogen already 
in tho soil, and in time this stock grad- 
ually becomes depleted. These plants 
cannot gather nitrogen. They can only 
uso what somo other plants havo stored 
up for them. It is extremely fortunate 
for tho American farmer that ha can 
grow abundantly another class of for- 
age plants which resloro to the land 
more nitrogen "than they take from it. 
Because the clovers make use of tlio ni- 
trogen of tbo atmosphere they urn par- 
ticularly suited to restore to tho soil 
this clement that has been exhausted by 
the prasses t!irons:i long continued 
growth. As a rule, whenever permanent 
pastures show signs of failure, through 
lack of fertility, new visor may bo in- 
troduced, if a slight stand of clover can 
bo secured. This, cf course, will bo of 
short duration, only n year or two at 
most, unless it bu white clover, but this 
short growth will bo sufficient to leave 
enough nitrogen in the .soil to sustain 
permanent pasture grasses for several 
years. 
IF cfovcr enn be introduced, tbo 


benefit will likely bo lasting, as this 
plant is a perennial.—Rural Xo\r York.

Progressive poultry men recognize 


the advantage of feeding animal food 
of some kind to poultry. Thoy also un- 
derstand tlio valuo of cut bono in tho 
feeding ration. 
Up to within a few 


years only dry bones wero used in this 
way because of tho difficulty in smash- 
ing green bones into suitable »izo for 
feeding. Siuco then machines have been 
put upon tho market for cutting or slic- 
ing tho greon bones, and this has in 
many places almost revolutionized poul- 
try feeding,* A raw or greon bono con- 
tains considerable moat and gristle, 
which, when cut up with the hard 
bone, make a very nitrogenous food 
which could hardly bo utilized ia any 
other way.

Thoy have 
plowed deep nnd harrowed well, and when 
tho excitable settler was in town discuss- 
ing the "per capita" or the uubtrcnsury 
thoy were in the field giving tho crop an 
additional bit of culture. The smarter 
Americans laid out town additions, engi- 
neered booms and spread their enthusias- 
tic energy over tho whole west, but tho 
Mcnnonites Braid strictly on their own 
original territory and put up big bnrna, 
generous granaries, fences nnd other im- 


In 1874 a body of them purchased 100, 


000 acres nf land in central Kansas, and 
tho settlors cnmo in ono company to make 
it tholr homo. They woro queer sheepskin 
coats and odd kerchiefs nnd attracted ns 
much attention on tho streets of Kansas 
towns as would n freak from Midway. 
But thny soon wero seen no more outside 
their own territory, whcro thoy built their 
own villages nnd bcgnn tilling their own 
farms. 
Another colony went far into 


western Kansas, back many miles from 
tho railway, arid entered on its similarly 
isolated existence. 
This colony hns per- 


haps kept itself most strictly to notivo 
Russian customs-arid not even tho Min- 
nesota settlements retain so uncorruptcd 
a heritage of old world strangeness, 


Sucli nnnics ns Kcrzog, Cntherincstndt, 


Liberthnl, Pfoifor nnd Obermundshub are 
given to tho villages, und thcirnppoarnnco 
Is as queer na their nomenclature. 
Tho 


Russians still cling to tho primitive meth- 
od ot residing closo together and tilling 
farms outsido tho settlement, a relic of tho 
days when protection to life demanded 
thnt help should bo within speedy rail. 
Hciico at" morning there Is a scattering of 
workers from-tho'contral hive, and in tho 
evening the trams and drivers como back 
to tho cozy village. 
Many have not been naturalized, nnd 


they tako ns closo an interest in the doings 
of the Russian empire an over. Tho recent 
events in the royal household attracted 
much attention and wcro discussed eagerly 
In nntivo patois, tho death ot tho "little 
fat-icr" being particularly deplored, not- 
withstanding tho old time oppression. 


When thfiy first located on the prairies, 


they built their homes In facsimile of thoso 
loft behind en tho banks of tho Volga. 
Their chief villages nro of stono, the houses 
squnro and flat roofed, erected close on n 
sluglo long street, with yards in tlio rear. 
Tho people \voio their queer foreign vest- 
ments for a long lime, but now show signs 
of adopting conventional dress. Thostn'olo 
uinnnro iinr.unnfncturod hitbpeatllke fuel 
for tlio big Russian ovens with which the 
houses aro equipped. These ovens .nleo 
bum straw and prairio liny, so that tho 
expensive' coal question is to n degree an- 
swered. 


Within tho houses arc.in rnnuy instances 


furnished partly with heirlooms from, the 
firesides ol their nntivo dwellings—old 
chairs, settees nr.d dishes brought with 
them In tho oxodus. 


uco learned long ago 
Tholr teams go unhesitatingly by tho cor- 
ner where Ilia political orntor is discoursing 
on frco coinage of silver, ar.d tlio heavy 
bags of wheat being emptied they as di- 
rectly go home. 


The Mennonitcs do not vote, and it Is 


doubtful if somo.of them could tell who is 
president, although tho influence of Amer- 
ican schools hns made many well informed 
nnd progressive. If tho season Is dry, i.hoy 
simply plow n iitUo deeper nnd cultivate 
oftcncr. Tho full will bring tlicm to town 
with moro londs of grain, nnd' thoy will 
take back big loads of lumber for more 
barns aud fences.

WHERE THEY MINE TIMBER. 


C«lar loss Taken Out of tho GromicI 


Wbero They Have Lain For 


[Special Correspondence.] 


DESXISVH.LE, N. J., Dec. 31.—It i 


than SO years since cedar timber wns first- 
token ouiof the ground here, and not only 
aro tho timber mines then first worked 
Etill productive, but there seems to bo no 
reason to anticipate their early exhaustion. 
It should not bo understood that the cedar 
s pet-i.(lcd, ns might be supposed, for .t is 
ot, but rather preserved, after perhaps 
gcs of burinl, so well that upon being 
aken out tho wood is to all intents awl 
lurpofca ns firm and sound and a-s fit to- 
ft used in building operations as it ever 


How did the buried timber get there? 


Scientific men say that there was once a 
ast forest hero in tho vicinity of Capo 
May, 
the trees being tall and straight and 


of unusual, size. When this growth ot 
imbcr was at its best, there was eornc 
ore of a convulsion of nature that laid 
ho trees low and sunk them and tho 
ground in which they grew far below 
heir former level. Then they became cov- 
ered with n soft mold, which, added to 
tho natural endurance of cedar wood, baa 
^reserved them to the present any. 


The first tree was discovered in 1S12 by 


o south Jcrseyman, ivbo was amazed al- 
most beyond tho power of words by tho 
further discovery thai; tho timber was in- 
excellent preservation. His neighborsbo- 
ieved thnt thciemust be moro trees in tho 
neighborhood, and they began at once to 
search for them by prodding in tho earth 
with a long iron rod. When it struct a 
hard substance, they dug down, and, sure 
enough, there was tho tree. Further search- 
Ing showed moro trees—in fnct, thousands 
nnd^housands of them, and their mining 
opeedily became nn industry which has 
been p'rosccuted with more or less vigor 
ever since. 
!N~oc every log is found to bo 


perfectly sound, but nearly every ono is 
quite fit for beams, bourds or shingles. 


When n tree has been locatedniid found 


to be sound, it is cutoff near tho roots and 
top with i> saw somewhat; like those used 
by icemen. Then n trench is dug tho 
whole Ic'jpth of tho trunk, the ditch is 
flooded, and the timber rises witb tbo wa- 
ter.In somo places tho logs Ho crisscross on 
tho surface of too swamp in countless 
numbers, nnd in no caso have they been, 
found at n greater depth than five feet be- 
low in this immediate vicinity. 
Tbis 


means no more, however, than that tbo 
dieging has never been carried below that 
depth bore. It is considered certain that 
there are many layers below tho top one. 
A few miles nvray they have been found 
12 feut down, nnd at Cnpc ilay a log wns 
encountered by an artesian well borer SO 
feet below tho surface. 
The wonderful 


preservation of the wood continues after ic 
bas been dug out nnd manufactured, and 
thcro are tubs nnd pails still doing duty 
hereabouts that were made SO years ago 
from mined cedar.

CHURCH DEDICATED. 


The Handsome Church of the Good 


Shepherd Dodicited Last Evening. 


Several Hundred People Witness the 


Dedicatory Services. 


A Brief History of lite Organization— 


lluny Lewlhis Ministers Take 


Fait in the Exercises. 


Daily ot Friday. 


Tho final act in the history of tho 


building ot tlio church of tho Good Shop- 
herd was consummated last evening. Tho 
occasion was tho dedication of tho beauti- 
ful new structure npou tho cornet of 
College avonuo and Seventh street. A 
splondiu programme had been prepared 
and it was carried out almost to tho letter. 
Tho church was beautifully decorated 
with callus and other hot house plants, 
while cut roses and smilax graced tho 
altar and chandllers. 


But tho best decoration was the largo 


audience that llllod tho room, and although 
tho services lasted till 10::)0 o'clock, every 
moment was replct-0 with interest. The 
services opened with an atithom by tho 
choir, nicely rendered and fitting ,U> tho 
occasion ; M rs, Nolllo Maun Opdalo then 
led In tho responsive service, which had 
been especially prepared for tho dedication. 
Miss Clmvlotte Underwood followed with 
a prayer that breathed out tho spirit of a« 
dlvino Ufa Owing to the absence of Kov. 
Oiympiu Brown Willis tho scripture les- 
son, tho Both chapter of Isaiah, was rend 
by Kov, Harroy Cauflold. 
Then followed 


a hymn suitable for tho occasion. 


Mr. K. B. Rates read a history of the 


church, tlio facts contained in which were 
gathered by Mr. Wm. Utloy. 
Mr. Bates 


prefaced his paper by reading Iron; thu 
minutes ot the society covering tho first 
tow years ot Us existence. 
The record 


was replete with interest. 
Two facts 


especially interesting. First, in the early 
records there is no mention of any women 
being present at any of tho meetings. Mr. 
Bates remarked that if women wore asefll 
ciimt in church work that oarly day as 
now, 
it was a -grave oversight, for 'the 


wives of all tho meo inontioiied wore also 
present tit the meetings; the second fact 
was as oarly as 1S-15 tho church considered 
n resolution against slavery, tho vote be- 
ing a tie. 


Tho church was orgnui/ed Oct. 2, 1S-I2, 


tho mooting being hold at tho homo of 
Luman rnrmoloo, in tho village of Ka- 
clne, In tho territory ot Wisconsin. A 
constitution was adopted in 1843. By 
means of lay help and what help from 
passing clergymen they could 
secure, 


meetings were kept up til! Sept. 0, 1S-1U 
in tho fniino school house. At that date 
Kov. A. C. Barryi of Fort Pla'm, N. Y., 
was installed as pastor. 
In 1S-17 a Sun- 


day school was formed in the Court house. 


In ISM wns built the old church on 


Market Square and was dedicated Oct. 'J 
ISw-. 
Ilov. A. C. Barry resigned in 1S5-1 


after a faithful pastorate of eight years. 
Kov. E. Case followed as pastor and re- 
mained one year, when Kov. H. D. L. 
Webster took up the work for oiio half o( 
tho time. In April. 1SJH, a debt of *:>,000 
was wiped out. 
Among the most liberal 


givers was Klisha Raymond, N. D, Fratt, 
Slmoii D, dough, Goo. Perkins, Charles 
Hcrrick, and J. I. Case. January 1, 1S3T, 
Mr. Webster was secured for. all of his 
time for ono year. Ho was followed by 
Kcv. B. Mason. 
After he had resigned 


tho society remained without a pastor till 
November, 1SOO, when Kcv. A. C. Barry 
was recalled. 
Ho was installed by Rev. 


W. H. Kyder, Kov. Robert Collier, Kov. 
Tuttlo and Kov. Swan, of Chicago, men 


. now all world famous. 
Kov. Barry was a 


patriot of tho deepest dye, and his sermons 
helped to inflame the lusirte of Wisconsin 
people. His sermon to the soldier boys 
who went out at Lincoln's call will never 
bo forgotten by thoso who heard it. 
Sev- 


eral of tho boys joined the church before 
leaving for the war aud many, too, were 
married by Mr. Barry at that timo. Kov. 
Barry was granted a thivo month's leave 
of absence to become a chaplain in tho 
army. 


In Jan. IW'vl tho society called Kov. K. 


S. 1-Inniilton as pastor. 
A period of pros- 


perity followed. 
Abotit this time the 


church had a narrow escape from tire. 
Thu Episcopal ehurch burned very nrair 
it and had it not been for the heroic efforts 
ot Darwin Andrews, J. M. Osgood and 
Mrs. David McDonald tho church would 
havo been destroyed. 


In 18tiO Rev. E. Fiwserald was called 


as pastor, but remained only till October. 
In 1800 Rev. A. C. Barry was again ex- 
tended a call which was accepted. In 
ISO" the church was Incorporated by tho 
following persons: N. 1). Fratt, Wm. Ut- 
ley, S. D. Clough, Charles Hcrrick, H. T. 
Taylor, David McDonald, K. Raymond, 
J. M. Osgood, Gco. Porklns.Wm. Thorn- 
ton.Snml Knight, Stephen Bull and L. 
W. Botsford. In Jan. 1ST.1 Kov. J. S. 
Fall was employed as pastor. 
He re- 


mained till May 1S71. lu 1873 A. C. Fish 
was engaged as lay preacher. Rev. S.W. 
Lutton followed for one year. Rev. U. M 
Simmons, of Konosha was then called for 
ono half of his timo. which arrangement 
continued till Jan. 1S7S. 
In March of 


that year Rev. Olympia Brown Willis ot 
Bridgeport, Conn., was called to the past- 
orate which she hold for nine years. Dur- 
ing this timo tho old church was rebuilt 
lit tho expense of S-IOOO. 


Upon bor resignation Rev. R. G, Spat- 


ford, of Ft. Atkinson, was called to the 
pastorate. During tho transition period 
Rev, H. D. D. Webster Uilcd tho pulpit. 
Mr/ Spaftord's pastorate wns full of bright 
things aud ho was loved by friends inside 
and outside of tho church, but 
failing 


health caused him to resign Juno 0, 1SSU. 
Rev. J. F. Schiiuilcr was then called to 
proach'cvery other Sunday. 


At this timo tho old church was torn 


down and tho lot sold. 
A new chKrch 


was then built upon a lot purchased for 
that purpose mid which we aro nmv to 
dedicate. 
Tho first pastor of tho now 


ehurch Is Rev. A. C. Grlor, who was 
called from La Crosso October, ISM, and 
ho;now continues his work among us.
